1 . In the subject Report, reference is made to the following document: 

131: Patent Abstracts of Japan, Bd 004 No. 002 (C-069), January 9, 
1980 (01/09/1980) and; JP 54 137 464 (HITACHI Ltb, October 
25, 1979(10/25/1979). 

2 . Independent CLAIM 1 : 

2.1 The application does not meet the requirements of Article 6 
PCT because claim 1 is at least partially unclear. In the characterized clause 
the claim, when describing the arrangement of the platform, makes a 
reference to a machine which is neither known nor is part of the platform. 

3. A corresponding clearly drafted claim 1, which refers to an (Installation 
with a machine and a platform) would fulfill the condition of PCT regarding 
novelty and inventive step. 

3.1 Document Dl is seen as the closest state of the art with respect 
to a such clearly drafted claim 1 . 
It discloses: 
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a platform (4) for industrial installations, in particular for high- 
pressure descalers (3a), emergency shears, and pendulum shears in rolling 
mill trains or the like with optionally bundled supply, discharge, and/or 
distribution conduits (10) which in operational position, are connectable 
with fixed conduits (5) of a respective machine (3), wherein an arrangement 
of the polygonal platform in an immediate proximity with predetermined 
distance, lateral position and height with regard to the connectable machine 
(1) is carried out. 

3.2 The subject matter of claim 1 distinguishes from the installation 
known from Dl in that 



(i) control units, devices, drives and drive consoles, 
distribution blocks, valve units, control elements and the like are 
distributed over a horizontal platform foundation surface according to 
their functions with regard to the machine. 

3.3 Thus, the subject matter of claim 1 is new (article 33(2 )PCT). 

4. The features according to (i) results in that the accessibility of individual 
unit by their arrangement on a horizontal platform improves the state of the art 
according to Dl in an unobvious manner. 
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5. Claims 2 through 7 depend on claim 1 and therefore also meet the 
requirements of PCT regarding novelty and inventive step. 

6. The subject matter of claims 1 through 7 is undoubtedly industrially 
applicable (Article 33(4)PCT). 
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
